The document probably is the 
longest ever returned by a federal 
grand jury and charges 165 over­ 
acts and includes millionaires, real 
estate men, manufacturers, railroad 
employes, warehousemen, government 
employes and bootleggers in 12 cities. 
It contains 103 typewritten pages, or 
about 40,000 words. 
Forty-six of those indicted are of 
St. Paul, 21 from Cleveland, 16 from 
Duluth, ten from Philadelphia, five 
«•ch from Chicago and Minneapolis 
. four from Santa Jose and San Fran 
# cisco, three from Pittsburg and one 
each from Detroit, Boston and Provi 
dence, R. I, 
They are charged with conspiring 
to—vtcHate the 
national 
prohibition 
laws by dealing in, hauling and stor­ 
ing illicit alcohol. 
Seventy-four arrests had been made 
when the indictment was returned 
Of these 69 were named in the in­ 
dictment. 
The alleged conspiracy, the indict­ 
ment charges, was originated in Phil­ 
adelphia by Benjamin and Frank 
Fogel and Benjamin and David Ger- 
sonstein, reputed millionaire bootleg­ 
gers. These men, the true bill char 
gest. organized three Cleveland com­ 
panies which were to be the concen 
t í at ion and distribution sources of the 
contraband supply of pure grain alco­

‘We arc gent’emen and we have no 
desire to «hoot anyone,” the yegg as­ 
serted in his best parlor manner. “We

want cash, and cash only.” 
Mr. Mittwede whose hands and feet 
were bound as he net on a box in the 
room adjoining the main offices and a 
room in which the directors of the In- 
st'tutkm were wont to gather to solve 
problems of finance, d'scussed 
with 
the spokesman the proposed looting 
of the Farmers and Merchants bank. 
It la not known whether the bandits 
had in mind the robbery of both !n* 
stitution* and were delayed 
longer 
than they had planned at the Bank 
of Hartadle, or whether the robbery 
of the second institution, was an after 
thought, when the 
bandits 
found 
themsdve* in possession of the cash­ 
ier of the Farmers and Merchant's. 1 
Many inclined to the latter theory. 
Their plan, whatever, it was was 
not carried out because of the’r dis­ 
covery the Merchants bank had 
a 
money safe In the vault set with 
a 
time lock. 
A large pick wrs used in an effort 
to pierce the side wall of the vaU-’t 
of the Hartseüc bank. A double brick 
wall protected the ftcel casing. Ob­ 
viously the bandits were 
unaware 
that the vault was lined with steel, 
for precious t me w^g wasted in cut­ 
ting through the br'ck with the pick, 
only for the steel l ning to check the 
effort when It was reached. 
Tho bandits were resourceful, how­ 
ever, and Immediately set to work to 
force off tí» doors of the vault in the 
main office.

The result was 
that the Merchant's bank was not dis­ 
turbed. 
When the charge was ready to be 
set off, one of the bandits cautioned 
the prisoners against any outbreak, 
advising them that the blast 
soon

ho "danger.

Thé bandits apparently under-esti- 
matod the force of the charge, how­ 
ever, for the power of the explos on 
almost wre'dced the interior of the 
bank, sending the locks of the vault 
door a distance of 50 feet or more and 
imbedding them in the ceiling, just 
over the bank’s front door. The heavy 
vault gave in, as a gas line» in the 
back room cell of the 
“prisoners” 
came tumbling down from the ceiling 
over their heads. 
More Than One Shot 
One version was that more than 
one shot of nitro-glycerine was used 
to force open the vault. Some esti­ 
mates even placed the number at sev­ 
en. It had not been establ shed today, 
however, whether all shots were 
a

the insistent robbers, failing 
once, 
kept trying until the hinges were tom 
awáy and the way cleared to the loot 
within the steel chamber.
